A, B aud 0 combine their moans 


and credits to make n corner in July., 
They therefore quietly begin in May tp 
buy corn to bo delivered in July, 
They gradually buy all tho corn in tho 
market, and, pf necessity, musb buy all 
that arrives, paying for tho latter what- 
ever is demanded. 
When.n purchase 


is thus made, seller .and buyer put up a 
margin, either in cnah, Qnoortiticate, or 
deposit, 
As soon as the corner bo. 


comes known, there ia an. effort made to 
ibroak it. 
The settlement takes place 


at 3 p, m, oa tho lust day of the 
month. 
Those who have sold corn to 


;thc corner, and have no born to deliv- 
er, pay the diU'cronco .between the price 
at which thoy sold and tho ruling pviotf 
•at tho close of business on tho last day. 
As llio corner has thus p.urohasod some- 
times five times as much corn as there 
is to be had, amounting to. millions of 
bushels, and the price has advanced 
ten cents a buahcl, tho prolit is cnnr- 
uious. 
As tho price advances, addi- 


tional margins ara required, Those 
failing to put additional margins lose 
what thoy have already1'put up. 
The 


anti-corner factions Beck'to crowd sales 
on the corner so as to exhaust its capital 
and credits, and render it unable to 
buy ut the advance prices. Thus, the 
corner is compelled to send out in the 
country and buy for cash all ihc corn 
in sight, to prevent having it rushed 
into Chicago at the last moment. Those 
are exciting times. 
Corn at .such a 


moment may be purchased of tho cor- 
ner, for shipment, from six to fifteen 
cents a bushel less tlnin it is soiling on 
'(Jliango for delivery during tho month, 
Each time there is a corner there is a 
crush, sometimes of the corner men, 
and at oilier times pf the anti-comer 
men. 
Tho wliolo proceedings avo of 


such questionable honesty that tlio 
Legislature of Illinois has declared the 
operation of a corner to be a fulony. It 
is, nevertheless, still practiced. Corners 
are attempted in wheat, outs, barley, 
pork nnj Inrd, and in some of them 
have been quite successful in a pecuni- 
ary way.
